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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the following features: having a pin 
element with a centrally bored hole into which a light guiding optical fiber is placed (claim 4); 
having a fiber pin be made of a ceramic material (ZrO) (claims 5 and 6); having the pin element 
having an outer end which is coupled to an optical waveguide (claim 7) and also including an 
additional mirror which optically couples a second optoelectronic component with the beam 
splitter (claim 8). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall bo entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U S C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Zhou, EP0974856 
A2. 

Zhou, 856' teaches (Figs.7A-7B) an optical bi-directional transceiver module comprising: 
a module body 100 A J 00 having an opening and a hollow space into which is placed an optical 
fiber waveguide pin element 101 having a beveled region 104, 101 A that acts as a beam splitter 
for at least two wavelengths wherein the wavelengths are transmitted/received by first and second 
optoelectronic components 103, 1 18, which clearly, fully meets Applicant's claimed limitations.
